PREMIUM FIGHT 
GIVEN HEARING. 


Finance Committee Told of 
Harbor Board Battle. 


McKee’s Argument. 


Payment of Insurance Firm 
is Recommended. 


. The Finance Committee of the 
City Council took its first whirl 
yesterday efternoon at the Harbor 
Board's troubles, when the 
Counciimen listened for several 
hours to President McKee, Com- 
missioners Kibele and Richards, 
Harbor Engineer Vincent, Secre- 
tary Wade of the Harbor Board 
and Edwin W. Sandison, a marine 
insurance broker.

Sandison has been held up by City 
Auditor Myers and the matter 
laid before the Finance Commit- 
tee. 


CRISWELL FLAYS McKEE. 
After the Councilmen had lis- 
tened to technical insurance talk 
and President Mekee's argument 
that better terms for the insur- 
ance could be made than given by 
Mr. Sandison, President Criswell 
said: 


“President McKee talks about 
saving $70,000 under a new con- 
tract, but all the saving I can fig- 
ure out under President McKee's 
own figures is 3226.75, and what 
about the losses already paid for 
us by the insurance company?
